EUROPEAN STATESMEN SAY 


ODDS AGAINST PEACE 


Summary Of “Off The Record” Opinions By 
Leaders In Old World Capitals Shows 
Present Situation Extremely Tense

at the beginning of what may be a fateful week in Europe's history.

Europe’s worried capitals believed 
that the underlying factors tend- 
ing toward war are greater today 
than during the Czechoslovak crisis 
and that Adolf Hitler’s speech on 
Friday may mark a turning point-—- 
possibly toward peace. 

As of today, in the opinion of 
statesmen, foreign office experts, 
ambassadors and financiers canvas- 
sed over the weekend by representa- 
tives of the United Press, the odds 


are definitely, although by no means | 


hopelessly against peace. 
Almost all agreed that Europe's 
troubles are rapidly settling down 


to a realistic clash between econ- 
omic interests of the big powers, 

The turn toward war or peace, 
they believe, now depends largely on 
success of the anti-aggression front 
being established by Great Bri- 
tain and France as a powerful safe- 
guard against future explosions in 
Europe. Progress toward that ob- 
jective has involved a risk of con- 
flict but success would be regarded 
as a Strong factor for peace. 

The final outcome depends, too, 
on the risks that Hitler or Musso- 
lini choose to take and the next 
move is Hitler’s

The announcement was made at 
| the annual dinner of the ski club, 
held at Hotel Raffles. Weber ex- 
plained that the ski shelter is to be 
built by the Forest Service, using 
| CCC labor, on the forty-acre tract 
at Twin Bridges which the ski club 
has leased. 

Materials for the two and one- 
; half story building will be provided 
; by the ski club and will include 
native stone and native lumber. 
| Under the building plan, the low- 
|er floor of the building will be av- 
| ailable for club members and their 
guests. The building, when com- 
pieted, will be owned by the federal 
government and occupied perma- 
nently under permit by the ski club. 

Preliminary plans for the building 
were designed by Jack Corker, of 
Camino. The main floor will house 
the conveniences of a ski shelter, 
waxing room, lavatories, ete., in 
addition to the general public as- 
sembly room or lobby. . 

Second floor of the building is to 
include a kitchen and club quarters 
and the top half-story will be used 
for overnight quarters. 

Original plans for the building 
provide for a main floor measuring 
24 by 32 feet, and the plans are 
; drawn so that additional units may 
be erected and conveniently added 
| on either side of the main floor.

We must not let April pass with- 
/out some mention of Shakespeare 


'and, as we are not a Shakespeare 
scholar, may we give in part a talk 
we heard by Brother Leo, one of the 
few outstanding Shakespearian 
scholars in the West? Brother Leo 
talked about the historical plays 
which have in them that basic wis- 
com that the world cannot afford 
to lose. What is basic wisdom? In 
these plays, it is fresh vision, pro- 
found insight and depth of under- 
standing, all precious qualities des- 
tined for the healing nations. 

The three plays about Henry VI 
are only for the specialist as they 
were written during Shakespears's 
imitative period. Of Henry VIII he 
, wrote only a_ portion. The two 
| “Richards” show Shakespeare at the 
beginning of his power although he 
| was still under the influence of 
Marlowe. Brother Leo believes that 
‘Shakespeare put something of him- 
| Self in the character of Richard II. 
| At first the reader is antagoniized 
| by Richard but he ends with an un- 
| faltering sympathy for him. Like 
| Edward VIII in our time, Richard 
| II abdicated. There have not been 


a keen student, thoughtful and re- 
flective. They would be successful 
in several different lines of endeav-

al power in England. Henry VIII 
stands out as one of the kings who 
refused to be bullied. Certainly, he} 
would not have abdicated had the 
nobles come to him with the sug- | 
gestion, can’t you see him in his 
bluff way, asking in the equivalent | 
of his day “Says who?” 


In “King John” Shakespeare | 
found himself. A play must have a 
predominant theme and the theme 
of John is the eternal conflict be- 
tween the crown and the nobles. If | 
the King were strong, he would over- 
ride the nobles and if he were weak 
the nobles would over-ride him. | 
You see the principle all through 
English history. The John of his- | 
tory re-lives his life in this play. 
John was a weak man who, like so 
many weak men, asserted himself 
boldly, talked big and then gave in. 

In the three “Henry IV” plays 
Shakespeare shows the fulness of | 
his power as a dramatic historian. , 
Henry IV took unscrupulous means 
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to get to the top and, true to life, 
the thing desired wrongly was its 
own punishment. This is one of the 
fundamental truths in life pointed 
out as far back as the Old Testa- 
ment and the Greek dramatists but 
it is a lesson that this old world 
is slow to learn. It is Henry, you re- 
member, who ends a famous solili- 


|quy in which Shakespeare left the 
high water mark of his poetry, with 


the world: “Uneasy lies the head 
that wears a crown.” 

Henry V is Shakespeare’s heroic 
hero. 
peare has many heroines in his play 
but no heroes, except Henry V. Per- 


| haps (all the women liked this little 


aside of Brother Leo’s) it is be-| 
cause women are more capable of | 
“heroicity” than men. Henry V was 
a madcap Prince of Wales a dare-, 
devil who spent his time with that 
old roysterer Sir John Falstaff, but 
once on the throne he became a mo- 
del king. In one of the best pass- 
ages in the play Henry speaks to a 


| soldier on the battlefield who does 


not recognize him saying: ‘Though 
I speak it to you, I think the King 
is but a man as I am: the violet 
smells to him as it does to me, all 
his senses have but human condi- 
tions.” Henry was a good politician 
—In order to quell internal disturb- 
ances he begin a war with France. 
This by the way, is almost a formu- 


ia in every age, to take the minds , 
of the populace off of their injus- | 


tices, the leaders begin a war with 


| the nation that is handiest. 


These six plays of Shakespeare’s , 


are a pageant in human history 
that can be applied to the present. 
Give yourself six weeks and read a 
play each week, Brother Leo ad- 
vised. Get to know the people in the 
plays and you will come away 
strengthened, balanced and enrich- 
ed.
